annually, and the fifth member shall 
b* the secretary of the d»partt»*nt of 
commerce and labor.

It is averred that Mrs. Chadwick com- 
mitted several acts of bankruptcy

financial troubles. Tho first of these 
acts to be complained of was the grant- 
ing to the Savings & Deposit bank of 
Elyrla, O., a $10;000 chattel mortgage 
on the contents of the Chadwick home- 
stead. The petitioning creditors suy 
that this constituted a preference of 
the hank's claims. It is further de- 
clared that Mrs. Chadwick rented a 


safety deposit box aTa Cleveland bank 
in the name of Daniel Pine, her broth- 
er-in-law. It is claimed that at that 
time she placed a package of valua- 
ble securities in the box and on Dec. 
I the .package wns sent tn her in New 
York 
This act is complained of on 


the ground that it was done for the 
purpose of "concealing and removing 
a part of her assets with intent, to de- 
fraud her creditors." 


Mrs. Chadwick said that, a formal 


statement relative to her affairs and 
financial transactions-is in possession 
of a private "party" in New York and 
that it is not to be given to tho public 
until Mrs. Chadwick gives her con- 
sent.
